Mr. Becker's desire was to develop skills in OCS which 
would obviate the necessity for excessive compar tmentation 
and adding further burdens of controls and procedures’ to 
an already over-extended operations xXx staff. 


As one step in OCS security, the policy was established 
that all OCS employees and contractor employees be cleared 
through SI and T/KH. 


The Staff Study also recommended the preparation of a 
Handbook on Security Procedures for Automatic Data ¥xXy' 
Processing in CIA.
